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PROCEEDINGS 


RAEFORD, Hoke County, N. C., Oct. 24th, 1912 


The Union Missionary Baptist Association met with the 
Piney Grove Baptist church Thursday morning, October 
24th, 1912, at 10 o’clock. 

Praise service was conducted by Bros. A. L. Johnson and 
Peter Evans. Hymn number 467, C. M., “Father I Stretch 
My Hands to Thee,” was sung; prayer by Bro. Albert 
Carr. Second hymn number 641, C. M., “Am Ia Soldier of 
the Cross;” prayer by Bro. Peter Evans. 

The President called the house to order and made re- 
marks relative to the business of the association. On mo- 
tion that the programs be adopted. In the absence of Rev. 
J. J. McDonald, the appointee, and Rev. O. Watkin, the 
alternate, by resolution the Rev. C. S. Crumpler preached 
the Introductory Sermon. He ascended the rostrum asso- 
ciated by Rev. P. W. King, who lined hymn number 329, 
“Jesus I Love Thy Charming Name.” Rev. Crumpler 
read the 11th chapter of Hebrews; prayer by Rev. L. A. 
Raiford, then hymn number 81, “God Moves in a Myster- 
ious Way. Rev. Raiford introduced Rev. Crumpler who 
preached the Introductory Sermon from the sixth verse of 
the 11th chapter of Hebrews: “Without Faith it is Im- 
possible to Please God.” After this sermon Bro. Amos 
McDonald invoked the blessings of Diety. 

The welcome address was then in order and the Rev. S. 
W. Justus, pastor of the church, made the association wel- 
come, who said: “We welcome you brethren, because we 
are people of the same race and because you believe in the 
word of God and for the purposes that you stand for. I 
welcome you in the name of Jesus Christ His Son, and we 
trust that your stay and department while with us may be 
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uplifting and inspiring to our people.” Rev. I. P. Pearsall, 
of the Middle District Association and pastor of the Savan- 
nah church responded to the address of welcome.

Bro. E. McLauchlin offered prayer. Rev. Smith lined 
hymn number 454, “A Charge to Keep I Have.”

Revs. Watkin, Smith and King submitted their reports 
to the committee on Piney Grove (H) and the roll of elders 
made their reports, (see appendix). 

On motion, that we adjourn to meet at 7 o’clock.

Second Day—Evening Session 


Praise service was conducted by Rev. J.S. Brown and 
others. 

The President then arose and said the hour had arrived 
for the sermon by Dr. A. B. Vincent. 

Rev. P. B. Mdodana lined hymn number 253 c. m., “Oh 
for a heart to praise my God, a heart from sin set free.” 
Scripture read, 2nd General of Peter, lst chapter, by Rev. 
J.S. Brown. Prayer by Rev. J. J. Scarlette. Rev. G. A. 
Mial sang a beautiful solo. Rev. Dr. Vincent then preach- 
ed from Psalms 126 division, 5th and 6th verses, “He that 
soweth in tears shall reap in joy.” After this very ex- 
cellent sermon Bro. Sandy McDonald addressed the Throne 
of Grace. A song and praise service was had, lasting ~ 
twenty minutes, in which every one felt they had a part 
and enjoyed themselves to the fill of their souls. A col-

Some very timely remarks were made on this 
report.

Whitted, who is now sick and unable to be with us. A 
collection for his relief was taken amounting to $7.50. 

A resolution was read disapproving the action in part 
of the session of the Educational and Missionary Conven- 
tion of North Carolina held at Fayetteville. 

On motion, that the resolution be adopted, there was 
only one vote dissenting this resolution. 

At this hour the Missionary Sermon was inorder. Rev: 
H. Adams preached the Missionary Sermon. Just before 
this sermon was preached Rev. Mial sang a mission solo. 
The speaker used as a text Mark 16th chapter, 15 and 16th 
verses, “Go ye into all the world and preach My gospel.” 
At the conclusion of this sermon a collection was taken 
amounting to $7.37. 

Mrs. Mial was given an opportunity to speak and present 
the Womans Home and Foreign Mission work, 
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A resolution was read thanking the pastor, the church 
and the surrounding community for the kind and hospi- 
table manner in which they had striven to take care of the 
association. 

On motion, that all unfinished business be turned over to 
the executive board. 

The committee on finance made their report, (see re- 
ports) 

Thus ends the twenty-eighth annual session of the Union 
Baptist Association. 

Adjourned to meet with the Flat Swamp church, Fayette- 
ville, R. F. D. No. 5, Thursday before the fourth Sunday in 
October 1913.

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PREAMBLE AND CONSTITUTION 


WHEREAS, The people of God are commanded to strive together in union 
of interest and effort, elements of success for the advancement of Christ’s 
kingdom; therefore, we, the Missionary Baptists of this section of North 
Carolina, agree to form ourselves into an association for mutual help, hav- 
ing in view the following objects: 

1. The establishment of union among our churches upon principles 
embracing discipline, government and organization, to encourage among our 
brethren by all Christian means industry, education, self-reliance, general 
improvement and spiritual advancement, and to preach the gospel as far as 
our ability will permit. To secure these ends we pledge ourselves to God 
and to each other to sustain the principles embodied in our constitution. 


CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE 1. This association shall be known as the Union Missionary 
Baptist Association. The object shall be substantially asenumerated in the 
above preamble. 

ARTICLE 2. The officers shall consist of a President, Vice-President, 
Secretary, Treasurer, Corresponding Secretary, Auditor and Executive Board 
of seven, All the other officers shall be elected annually by the Association. 

ARTICLE 3. It shall be the duty of the President to preside at all meet- 
ings of the Association, decide points of orderand sign all orders drawn on 
the Treasurer of the Association; he is ex-officio President of the Executive 
Board. He shall not vote save in case of a tie. 

ARTICLE 4. The Vice-President shall assume the duties of the Presi- 
dent in his absence. 

ARTICLE 5. The Secretary shall keep a correct record of all proceed- 
ings of the Association and prepare the same for publication, superintend 
the printing and distribution of the minutes; he shall keep all books and 
stationery belonging to the Association. 

ARTICLE 6, The Treasurer shall receive all money belonging to and 
collected during sitting of the Association, and pay out the same upon the 
order of the Association=all orders being signed by the Moderator and 
countersigned by the Corresponding Secretary. 

ARTICLE 7. The Corresponding Secretary shall conduct the corres- 
pondence relating to the business of the Association; he shall be Secretary 
of the Executive Board of the Association and shall countersign all orders 
on the treasury. 

ARTICLE 8. The Auditor shall examine the accounts of the Treasurer 
and make arnual report of its condition to this body. 

ARTICLE 9. The Executive Board of the Assoctation shall transact all 
business of the Association during its recess. 

ARTICLE 10. This body shall be composed of pastors and ordained min- 
isters belonging to the churches connected with the Association, and Mes- 
sengers chosen from the same, each church being entitled to three Messen- 
gers, and must send to the Association ten cents for each member repre- 
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sented in the Association, five cents for Educational and five cents for As- 
sociational purposes. 

ARTICLE 11. Any church desiring to join the Association may do so by 
letter or messenger, the same being regularly organized. All messengers to 
the Association must be armed with properly credited credentials. No 
church will be fellowshipped in this Association which neglects to maintain 
gospel order. 

ARTICLE 12. The annual sessions of this Association shall be held on 
Thursday after the third Sunday in October of each year, at such places as 
may be selected. 

ARTICLE 13. By appointment of the Association there may be preached 
at the annual session an introductory, missionary, educational and doctrin- 
al sermon. 

ARTICLE 14. This constitution may be amended at any annual session 
by a two-thirds vote, provided such amendment be read or offered during 
the first day of the session. 


BY-LAWS 


ARTICLE 1. This Association shall not recognize or receive any church 
having as members any person excluded from any other church. 

ARTICLE 2, All churches of this body-are especially requested to take 
special care of their pastors, and use all efforts to help them gain instruc- 
tion into the ministry. 

Art. 3. From this time forward no church within the jurisdiction of 
this Association shall ordain any minister to preach unless he can read the 
Bible. 

Art. 4. Any elder or minister found intoxicated, or who shall visit 
places of ill repute, such as barrooms, or knowingly indulge in any immor- 
ality, such as living in cohabitation without being lawfully married, or act- 
ing inany manner such as will bring reproach upon the Baptist faith and 
profession shall be called before a council of elders and dealt with for breach 
of good behavior. 


RULES OF DECORUM 


ARTICLE 1. The President and Clerk shall hold their offices from their 
election at one session until the election of officers at the next session, and 
it shall be their duty to occupy their respective stations and proceed reg- 
ularly to organization. 

Art. 2. The President shall call the Association to order, or in his ab- 
sence the Vice-President shall act, and if he is absent the Secretary must 
open the session. 

ArT. 3. There shall be singing and prayer at the opening of each 
day’s session. 

ArT. 4. Delegates shall enroll their names by letter or other evidence 
of election. Letters read and otherx statistical matter noted. 

ArT. 5. Visiting brethren from other Associations, not delegates, may 
be invited to seats by a majority vote of the body. 

ArT, 6. The Association shall proceed to organize by electing a Presi- 
dent, Vice-President, Secretary and Treasurer, who, when elected, shall take 
their seats,

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Constitution of the Womans’ Home and Foreign 
Mission Union 


Article 1. This Union shall be known as the Womans’ Home Mission 
Union of the Union Baptist Association of North Carolina, auxiliary to the 
Womans’ Home and Foreign Mission Society of North Carolina. 

Article 2. Its object shall be to bring together the Missionary workers 
of all the local missionary societies in the Association for general Bible 
study and for spiritual strength and to organize societies in Baptist churches 
where there are none. 

Article 3. The regular meetings shall be held once every three months 
at such places as may be chosen. 

Article 4. The officers shall be a President, Vice President, Recording 
Secretary, and Treasurer and a General Corresponding Secretary, who shall 
be elected annually. The Corresponding Secretary shall work up an interest 
in the meetings of the local societies by writing to each society and by 
missionary visits when convenient and sending programs of the next meet- 
ing of the Union.
